Statistics anil Womnn. 



Statisticians aro unmarried mon as a 
matter of course. The natural antipa- 
thy of all womankind to all figures ren- 
ders that much certain. What woman 
ever lived who would consent to live in 
the same house with a man addicted to 
adding things up, striking averages, 
working out problems morninjr, noon 
ami night What ploasuro could any 
woman get from a new bonnot, when 
conscious that her lifo partner, on look- 
ing at it, would at onco begin lo cora- 
puto the comparative annual expendi- 
ture on bonnets and standing armies? 
What woman of ordinary femiuitio in- 
stincts would put herself in tlio way of 
becoming a subject for the manufacture 
of perpetual "sums" in arithmetic? 

A tolerably adequato acquaintance 
with fominiuo tastes onables us to say, 
thoroforo, with confidence, that statis- 
ticians aro always and necessarily un- 
married men; and that accounts for the 
fact that in reckoning up earnings and 
other matters porlaining to industrial 
and social statistics, they always class 
married womeii under the head of 
"persons unemployed," to tho utter 
and disastrous falsiiication of lifo's 
facts. 

To paraphrase Mr. Bumble's indig- 
nant exclamation, if statistics suppose 
femalo hoads of household? to bo un- 
employed, "statistics is a idiot and a 
ass! Lot statistics try it once!" That 
is to say, lot the statistician who calmly 
sots down married women as "unem- 
ployed," put himself in a married wo- 
man's placo for a little while by way of 
experiment. 

Lot him learn by experience tho total 
depravity of inanimate things, and tho 
malovolent tendency of dirt to accumu- 
late. Let him try his prentioc-hand 
on the mauagemont of a cook and a 
chambormaid'aud a' laundress of vari- 
ous and conllieting tempers who agroo 
in nothing but an indisposition to do 
any work that can be avoided, a con- 
viction that "Thursdays out" ought to 
include most of tho other days and all 
tho nights of the week, and a uniform 
prejudice in favor of mendacity and in- 
solence Let him run up and down 
stairs fifty times in a forenoon; superin- 
tend affairs in kitchon, laundry and bed 
rooms; see that dinner is served on 
time, tho ironing "got out out of the 
way," tho windows kept proporly pol- 
ished, the rooms swept and dusted and 
••picked up." Let him keep Johnuie's 
waist and trousers, and Mary's pina- 
fore mendod, and all the stockings 
darned. Lot him havo it on his mind 
to koop the boys from breaking their 
nocks, and tbo girls from falling into a 
rago and indulging in such oxiromely 
unlovoly expressions as "You moan old 
thing," and "So there now?" Lot him 
bo chargod with the duty of seoingthat 
tho clothes are clean, faces wasiied aud 
heads combed for dinner. Let him try 
Ins hand at all this evory day, and then 
lot him tear tho wliolo establishment to 
pieces twice a year for a debauch of 
"houso cleaning." 

We have loll tho management of tho 
baby — tiie young gentleman or lady 
whoso solo concern it is in lifo to estab- 
lish and maintain his or her supremacy 
in the housohold — wholly out of the ac- 
count, because we wish to bo fair aud 
include in our list only those things 
which every married woman has on 
hor hands. By taking tho list as it 
Stands, will any statistician mako ex- 
periment of this sort of unemployment? 
Tho plain fact is — and everybody Out a 
confirmed tiguro monger can see it for 
himself — that tho most busily employed 
persons in this working world of ours 
aro those women who.arc at the hoads 
of households. Aud if it bo answered 
that howoyor busy they may be thoii 
industry yields no roturn in earnings, 
lot tho doubter of that mako tho trial 
of dispensing for a time with the femi- 
nine supervision of his housohold; wo 
do not ask that he shall keep any ac- 
count of tiie consequent increase in his 
expenditures; what Mr. Mantilini calls 
"tno demnition total" will bo sufficient- 
ly convincing to mako tho experiment- 
or ever afterwards regard the labors of 
his domestic partner as about tho most 
profitable employment to him that is 
possible. — N. Y. Com. Aduurliier.

A Reporter at€liurcli.

A reporter of the Toronto Glohe re- 
cently paid a visit to a number of the 
fashionable churches in that city, 
dressed in shabby attire. His object 
was to test the treatment meted out to 
tho poor by these churches.' His attire 
is described as toiiows: 

Ho wore a shirt that tho average 
laundry would be quite satisfied to re- 
ceive at ordinary rates. He did not 
wear a collar; his neck, had fair play for 
onco in its life. He wore a biuo coat 
which, in its earlier days, he did not 
consider second to any blue coat of his 
acquaintance, and although "the grace 
of the fashion of it" hail perished to 
some degree, it was not such a bad 
coat afier all. His trousers were ori- 
ginally of the striped presuusion, but 
in the course of years the color hail 
faded to a dull and depressing same- 
ness. Time had constructed upon each 
leg a kind of half circle at the knee, 
and he gave to the bottoms an artistic 
roll in order to partially square with 
the "bulge" above. He wore a pair of 
button boots which, with the exception 
of a few buttons that were not in their 
wonted places, could hardly be term- 
ed shabby, lie aimed to imitate the 
dress of the ordinary workingumn who 
has not a "Sunday" suit, aud believes 
he was largely successful in his effort. 
There was not a hole in any garment 
he wore except where holes had a 
legitimate right to be. His clothes 
were clean, and although a little worn 
and a little shabby there are thousands 
in these days, it must be remembered, 
who cannot afford better: and if the re- 
porert, us attired, were to be pronounc- 
ed unfit toenter thoehurches of the city, 
these multitudes must, under the same 
condition of things, bo excluded from 
our places of worship. 

At the Metropolitan Methodist 
Church, one of the most fashionable in 
the city, the gentlemanly usher sang 
out, "Go into that seat, air," and point- 
ed to the second pew from the door. 
The visitor would probably have been 
shown to the first pew only that it hap- 
pened to have been already filled. At 
the Bond street Congregational Church 
Dr. Wild's, he met with somewhat dif- 
ferent treatment and was conducted to 
within a few pews of the pulpit and 
given one of the best seats in the bind- 
ing. .Not only this, but the pew to which 
he was directed was occupied by three 
young ladies, well and fashionably 
dressed. One of them asked him to 
pass her a hymn-book from the pew- 
rack and when the congregation' rose to 
sing she shared her book with him, and 
did not at all seem particular whether 
her rich clothing brushed against his 
mean clothing or not. At St. James' 
Cathedral he presented himself in the 
body of the church, but the ushers did 
nothing but stare at him, and made no 
offer to furnish him with a seat. He 
then went to the gallery, where he was 
given a seat behind a pillar, but al- 
though he remained throughout the 
service ho was not offered a prayer- 
book or a hymn-book, and no word 
was spoken that would induco a poor 
man gr a stranger in the city seeking 
a place at which to worship to return to 
Si. James. At the Jarvis street Baptist 
Church the reporter was placed in one 
of tho best seats in the church in the 
neighborhood of the pulpit. Three la- 
dies were in the same pew, but they 
manifested no displeasure at his pres- 
ence, and one of them shared her hymn- 
book with him. At now St. Andrew's 
Church, also a very fashionable one, 
the usher told the visitor lo take what 
seat he liked, but it was noticed that 
the same usher, with the greatest dis- 
play of urbanity, conducted well-dress- 
ed people who followed to the best 
seats he could find.

Monde against Mr. Blumhart, o!: Le 
A'ouveuu Monde, to restrain him from 
further publication of his paper, and the 
company have also taken out au actiosi 
for §25,000 againgt Blumhart for dam- 
ages and breach of contract. 

Oiulla, Oct, 17. — This afternoon a 
distressing accident occurred at Mr. 
Geo. Kix's farm, near Bass Lake, about 
3 miles distant from Orilla. Mr. llix 
was threshing, and when about finished 
his two little boys went up into the 
mow to play among the straw. One of 
them, about 10 years of .age, tumbled 
over the beam and into the mouth of 
the machine. Ho was immediately 
swept in and torn to pieces. The body 
was terribly mangled and minced Up in 
an unrecognizable mass. 

Halifax, Oct. 17. — At Antigonish 
to-day Judge lligby sentenced Francis 
Bowie to be hanged on the eighth day 
of next January for being accessory 
with his son in tho murder of farmer 
McDonald. 

Kinc-ston, Oct, 17. — Diptheria is 
spreadind in an alarming manner in 
the vlllago of Portsmouth, so much so 
that, the public schools have been closed 
by order of the Health Officers. 

London, Oct. 17. — A Clinton dea 
patchj ice.ved thisafternoon aiinoun es 
the death of Mrs T. L. Fortune, wile 
of a hardware clerk at that, place, from 
poisoning. She arose at her usual hour 
this morning, and soon afterward was 



found by her husband suffering intense 
ly fiom the effects of a dose of carbolic 
acid. She never recovered conscious- 
ness, and all efforts to save lier life 
proved unavailing. Mental trouble is 
supposed to bo the cause. She was about 
30 years of age, and leaves seveinl 
small children. Tho sad affair created 
rmichlexciteintmt in Clinton, the parties 
being well known. The poison used 
was a box of patent salve, in which 
carbolic acid was a prominent ingredi- 
ent.'. 

Peteubouo, Oct. 1G. — To-day the 
dead body of John Johnston, a resident 
of Weller-street, was brought to town 
with a bullet-hole in tho right breast. 
He had been working on Irwin's timber 
limits in the township of Anstruther, 
in this county, about GO miles north of 
this town. On Sunday, October, 5 tit, a 
deer-hunting expedition was planned 
by the shantymen. Johnston and 
O'Brinen were detailed to take the dogs 
aud start tin; deer, while two others 
went out on Serpentine Lake to wateli 
for the deer the dogs might start. The 
eanoomen waited till I welvo o'clock but 
no deer appeared; they however, heard, 
tho report of a gun in the direction .in., 
which Johnston was. They never again 
saw him alive. On his failure to 'return 
to camp a vigorous search was made for 
him, but without findingauy trace, Tho 
search was kept lip till last" Monday. 
On Tuesday the men resumed work, 
when John Fraser came upon the dead 
body of the missing man, which was 
brought to town to-day. The wound 
that produced death was made by a 
bullet that entered the right side, pass- 
ed through the lungs and the hearl 
and the right side and was^'cund on the 
outside of tho left arm. 



FKOUIMG'S ICE VIEW OF THE 
INNEH EI EE OF TIIE CYNIC 

Conduct Unblemished l>y ;t 
.Single Spot. 

London, Oct. 17. — In the preface to 
his last volume of the Lifo of Carlyle, 
Mr. Froude defends the inner life of 
the essayist. He says: — "Taking Car- 
lyle altogether, there never was a man 
whose conduct throughout his lifo could 
better bear the fiercest light. Ho had 
no sins of youth to apologizo for, anil 
in the grave matters pertaining to the 
law he walked for eighty-live years un- 
blemished by a single spot, never de- 
viating from the strictest lino of in- 
tegrity. Although moro than once lie 
was within sight of starvation lie never 
did less than the best. He nover wrote 
an idle word, nor a sentence that he 
did not believe was true. He had 
frailties and impatiences, but he bad 
no dishonest or impure thoughts. He 
lived a life of siuglemindod effort to 
do right. 

THE CYNIC. 

Mr. Froude appears to be carrying 
his generosity a little too far, perhaps 
actuated by the desiro to say nothing 
but what is good of the dead. "For 
eighty-fivo years," says Mr. Froude, 
"he walked unblemished by a single 
spot." la churlishness no blemishl is 
domestic egotism no spot'f Had Mrs, 
Carlyle been as vindictive as Lady 
Lytton, her confessions would have 
moved all womanhood, not to indigna- 
tion but to sorrow. That wail of hers 
about marrying an author is still vi- 
brating round tho world. It is true this 
modern Diogonos did not always bask 
in the sun. He worked hard and be 
worked bravely, and he faced misfor 
tune with a stout heart. The world 
will long cherish the memory of this 
cynic. It respects his fortitude and 
admires his work. But it smiles when 
friendship places him on a pedestal of 
virtue reserved for those who gained 
the mastery of themselves. 

Biographical Sketch. 

Alexander Martin Sullivan, second 
son of Mr. D. Sullivan, of Dublin, was 
born at Bantry, County Cork, in IS. '10. 
While prosecuting his studies as an art- 
ist in Dublin and London about 1853, 
he became connected with the news- 
paper and periodical press, and on the 
retirement of Mr., now Sir Charles 
Cavan Duffy, in 1855, became connect- 
ed witli the Nation, of which ho re 
mained editor and proprietor up to the 
close of 187G. In 18G8 he was twice 
prosecuted by the Government on two 
separate indictments for sedition, aris- 
ing out of the Manchester executions, 
and being convicted on one, underwent 
four months' imprisonment in Rich- 
mond gaol. He was returned to Par- 
liament in the Homo Pule interest as 
one of the members for the County of 
Louth at the general election of 
February, 1374. Peculiar importance 
was supposed to attach to his election, 
from the fact of his having been 

CHOSEN BY THE HOME ItULE PARTY 

as the opponent of tho Right Hon. 
Cinches ter Fortescue, then president of 
the Board of Trade, and possessed of 
very groat personal, political and pro- 
prietorial influence in the county. Mr. 
Sullivan represented the County of 
Louth till the general elections of 1880, 
when he was olected for Heath. He 
withdrew from Parliament in conse- 
quonceof ill-health in 1882. He was the 
author of some historical and biographi- 
cal works. In 187G he was admitted to 
the Irish bar, and in 1877 the Bench- 
ers of tho Inner 'Temple conferred on 
him tho exceptional compliment of a 
"special call" to tho English bar. In 



'1877 he terminated bis connection with 
journalism, and soon afterwards remov- 
ing to London devoted himself to prac- 
tice in tho legal profession. He was 
one of the original founders of the 
Home Pule party, in which ho acted a 
leading part. 

The Maairitrasna Murders. 



London, Oct. 17. — It is now be- 
lieved Lorl Spencer is inclined to 
favour a full enquiry as to the confess- 
ion of Thomas Casey and Anthony 
Philbin, who have sworn that Milts 
Joyce and others were hanged on per- 
jured testimony for tbo Maamtrasna 
murders. Tho Lord-Lieu ten ant has sent 
a force of Government detectives to ex- 
amine the locality and pick up all the 
information possible as to tho murders, 
the trial aud the executions. Tho re- 
ports of the detectives are to be sub- 
mitted to Dublin Castle in time for 
Lord Spencer's report to be in the hands 
of the Government before tho reassemb- 
ling of Parliament. It is certain that 
the episode : -will form a prominent 
featurti in the next Parliamentary de- 
bates on Irish affairs, anil the adhesion 
of tho Paruellites to tho Liberals or 
Conservatives will hinge largely on tho 
Government's action in this ease.

THE HUDSON BAY EXPEDITION. 

Moat of our teadora aro, no doubt, 
aware that about three months ago au ox- 

C edition was dispatched to Hudson Bay 
y the Canadian government for tho pur- 
po»cof ascertaining whether that bay and 
the Btraita loading to it aro navigable for 
any cousidorublo time during tho year. 
This espedition has now returned, and 
though the formal report has not yet been 
submitted to the government, accounts of 
the voyiigo and the work accomplished 
have been furnished by correspondents to 
the principal Eastern jounuls, from which 
wo collect the chief facts. After leaving 
St. John's, N. F., the first place of im 
portance visited was Nachvah, a Hudson 
Bay Company';! post on tho coast of 
Labrador. On the 5th of August, Capo 
Chudlei'Kh was rounded and the work of 
building tho first observatory was begun. 
Tlio building was of wood, 10x20 feet, 
nnd was constructed to bo as' warm as 
possible. The observatory proper consists 
of a thermometer shed, whore observa- 
tions of wot and dry bulb thermometer 
and the maximum and minimum tempera- 
ture are taken every four hours, day and 
night, ar.d an anemometer or wind gauge, 
erected close by, for determining the ve- 
locity and direction of tho wind. The 
samo model was adopted in tho buildings 
erectod at the stations. Mr. Burnell of 
London, Out:; was loft in charge at Capo 
Clwdloigh, nnd tho Neptune steamed to 
Resolution Island, whore a vain search 
was mado for a harbor during two stormy 
days. Their courso was next shaped for 
North Bluff, where a station wiwi to bo 
founded. Heavy Gelds of ice were now 
encountered. An Esquimaux came off 
from tho shore with information that a 
schooner had been lost, in the ice a week 
before, tho crew escaping. A station 
similar to that at Chudloigh was built hero 
and left in charge of Mr. A«he of Quebec, 
for some days following tlio Boa was full 
of ice, nnd heavy snow-storms provailed. 
Ploughing through the ioe, Prince of 
Wales' Sound was reached, end a suitable 
position soon found for station No. ;i, 
which was left in charge of Mr. Stuart 
of Toronto, with Mr. Beurst of St. 
John's, as assistant. This is tho most im- 
portant station of all, as besides tho usual 
meteorulogicnl observations there will bo 
magnetic observations taken. There is 
a settlement of Esquimaux hero, who 
were greatly delighted at the sight of the 
ship. No one had ever seen such a thing 
before. On the way to Nottingham Is- 
land, tho site of the next station, tho pro- 
peller was broken in attempting to push 
through the ico. This wn3 ropaired, and 
Mr. Do Boucherville of Ottawa was left in 
charge of the post. Four vessels were 
seen locked in the ice near tho point. 
One was an American whaler and another 
was supposed to be an overdue Hudson's 
Bay ship. On Marble Island a bottle was 
found containing a letter written by tho 
master of a whaler which had been in tho 
bay during the winter and left at tho end 
of August. It roportod tho past season 
an exceptionally severe one. The Nep- 
tune's party spent a couple of days at 
Churchill and then procoeded to York 
Faotory to obtain a stock of fur clothing 
for the stations, after which they turned 
southward again across tho straits to Capo 
Wolstenhohn, near which, on Digger 
Island, the fifth station was built and left 
in charge of Mr. Laforriero of Ottawa. 
Attempts were made to land on Resolu- 
tion Island, hut no suitable entrance 
could be found. Tho ship twice struck 
on BUlikon rocks, which did some damage, 
as the vessel continued to leal; for the re- 
mainder of tho voyage. Leaving tho 
treacherous coast of the island, the nexi 
day foHiid them at station No. 1, Cape 
Cliudleigh. After a two days' stay with 
Mr. Burwell the party left for Nochvak, 
Labrador, where the station intended for 
Resolution Island was established and 
Mr. Skinner of Toronto left in charge. 
On the 11th of October the Neptune 
reached St. John's, N. F., where the ves- 
sel was repaired. The expedition have 
since reported at Ottawa, and the govern- 
ment aro no doubt now considering tho 
practicability of a lino of steamers to 
Europe via Hudson's Bay, should the re- 
ports from the stations, aftea a year's ob- 
servation prove favorable In connection 
with this it will be interesting to note 
that an overland expedition from Winni- 
peg to Hudson's Bay has just returned to 
the former city. 0. J. Klotz was sent by 
the Canadian government to examine the 
country with a view to a possible railway 
Bhould the Hudson Bay route prove avail- 
able for many months of the year. Mr. 
IClotz's report has not yet been published, 
so that it is impossible to know whether 
he considers the schomo practicable or 
not. Tho voyage to Europo would bo 
live days shorter via Uudsun's Ray than 
by any other route, hence the great inter- 
est, felt in the results of tlieso expeditious. 



THE VOTE ON TBIi TARIFF. 

Our slightly esteemed morning contem- 
porary quotes from tho journals of tlio 
house in an attempt to show that Mr. Kob- 
sou — with Mr. AValkem, Mr. Beaveu and 
others of the lato government party — voted 
for the adoptibh of the Canadian tariff, 
This quotation muy or may not bo true. 
Our e. c. is so chronic a guilder that tho 
public would not be surprised to learn that 
lie has not hesitated to falsify the journals; 
but admitting the quotation to bo correct— 
what does it prove? That Mr. Hobson 
liaviug the courage to avow his convictions 
did not fear to remain in the house and 
-»ote. But we search the division in vain 
for the nninc of the editor of the Standard. 
Every other member was true to his pledges 
and voted for or against the tariff. Only 
tho ex-missionary, tho present editor of the 
Standard, who had pledged himself to tho 
people of his district to vote against tho 
tariff, ran away — funked — deserted poor old 
Bunster aud bis party and left thein in a 
hopeless minority. When charged with his 

perlUly to"tho people" ho roared, "To 

with the people! I've worked long enough 
for the people! I'm now going to work for 
myself I" One would have thought that the 
ex-missionary would have hesitated to refer 
to a division tho most conspicuous feature 
of which was his absence; but it is a caso 
of "halo shame" with our esteemed friend.

METI.AJ£AHTL,A TBOUBLE. 
Pause and Reflect! 

To the Emtor : — It is sincerely to bo 
hoped that the government, before resort- 
ing to violent measures, will act on your 
suggestion of appointing a commission to 
enquire into tho rights and wrongs of our 
dealings with tho Iudians. Groat caro, 
howovor, should bo taken in tho formation 
of such a commission if it is to be any- 
thing moro than a show. It is no use 
disguising the fact that where tho ecclesi- 
astical element enters in it is very diffi- 
cult for men, otherwise not unjust, 
to sco clearly. Useless, also, to deny that 
that element has had a preponderating 
effect on previous commissions. There 
should bo lime also for enquiry. Of 
what use, I would ask, sir, is a commis- 
sion like that which was sent to Metla- 
kahtla a year or so ago, which went, 
looked round, roturned, reported ? Mas- 
terly, porhnps, but mischievous suroly. 
On the other hand, I admit that if our 
object bo expediency and not right, thoro 
is little to hopo for from commissions in 
any form, or from governments oither. 
The silonce of the peoplo gives consont to 
a selfish policy. Of course th« man-of- 
war policy must prevail, right or wrong. 
In this viow your census this morning of 
the probable handfuls wo shall have to 
deal with seoms ominous; but I do trust 
that the government, before trying their 
power to carry out tho law, will deter- 
mine what tho law is aud convince the 
natives that what thoy enforce is just. 
As to Motlakahtla, the government know 
very well that thoro is no need to send a 
man-of-war there. With regard to other 
tribes, I fear they are resolved to sell 
their rights dearly. If wo invade them 
unjustly the voice of thoir blood will 
surely cry against us from tho ground.

To the Editor; — To those who take an 
interest in the Northwest coast, and have 
noted tho occasional indications of a re- 
bellious and lawless spirit growing up 
among the Indians, it is not surprising to 
learn that it has at length been deemed 
advisablo to send a man-of-war north for 
the preservation of tho peace. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Duncan, 
while teaching his Indians tho arts of 
civilization, that have far advanced them 
beyond tho normal savage state, did not 
at the same timo tench them to fear God 
and honor tho Queen, or, in other words, 
teach them thoir duty towards their neigh 
bors and to respect tho law. You say, 
truly, that Mr. Duncan, from his long 
residence and intercourse with the tribes, 
has strong control of the Indian mind. Is 
it not a pity that he does not persuade tho 
l&ffja majority attached to him to bo a 
little more patient towards the small 
minority which follows tho bishop? and 
which wo havo no reason to suppose is 
very aggressive. Did he do so, the Mu- 
tino need not now bo under sailing 
orders. 

I do not propose entering on the dis- 
cussion of Mr. Duncan vs. Bishop Ridley, 
or tho right of the Church Mission So- 
ciety, to send a chief pastor to the colony 
founded by this agent, and built up and 
nurtured by their liberal nid and under 
their fostering caro; but I may remind 
your readers that there aro two sides to 
every controversy, and ns a rule there 
has been but one prosented to them 
through your columns. What I do wish 
to do is to impress on the government the 
absolute necessity that oxists that decisive 
steps should bo taken this timo to enforce 
the law. Last year, when tho Heroine 
went north, most serious breaches of the 
peaco had taken place. A number or inon 
wore known to havo been concerned in 
them, and were told that they must find 
sureties to keep tho peace or olse come 
down to Victoria. Naturally, they ridi- 
culed the imbecile display of force that 
was made; iudoed, it is said, almost 
openly defied it. 

The arts of civilization notwithstand- 
ing, the Indian is still so little removed 
from his normal savage state that ho must 
bo ruled with a firm and just hand. He 
must be still made to feel that, when the 
law decrees such a penalty for such a 
crime that the penalty will be inflicted if 
tho crime is committed. Ho must bo still 
shown that he is subject to tho properly 
constituted authorities, and that the 
Motlakahtla village council is not superior 
to the supreme court. 

Thr. visit of tho Heroine did vastly 
moro harm than good. For tho first time 
in tho history of that part of the province 
certain Indians were known to havo com- 
mitted grossly illegal acts, and yot with 
ample force on hand to punish them they 
were allowed to go free. It is not easy 
to estimate the evil that would arise was 
such a courso again pursued; and in the 
interest of the growing industries of 
that coast, for the safoty of tho isolated 
whites along its shores, the government 
should see that tlio army is not this tiiilfl 
merely marched up tho hill and down 
again, but that it carries out the purpose 
for which it is son't. punishing the guilty 
and protecting the innocent. APROPOS.

ENGLAND. 
Loi> ion, Oct. 28. — A violent northwea'i 
stor ii availed last night and to-day 
thrc o. o . ot the British islands and noigh- 
brfifw Elouses wero demolished at 

Shiciilf Vessels in tho Clyde wore driven 
from their moorings and many small 
wrecks aro reported along the coast. Four 
voji, els were driven ashore off Greenock. 
Tho incoming steamers report fearful 
weather encountered at sea, and tho 
steamer from Lisbewdor, Cardiff, was 
wrecked at Pensanco, and the German 
cruisor Undine was wrecked off tho 
Danish coast. The crows of both wore 
saved. 

Tho Irish party have docided to with- 
hold their vote on tho franchise bill. This 
will reduce tho governmont majority to 
85 oil tho division. 

CANADA. 
Montrose, Out., Oct. 27.-— Owing to a 
misplaced switch a Michigan Central 
freight train last night ran into a siding 
where several cabooses were standing, 
and in which some railway employees 
slept, wrecking tho cars and setting Gro to 
thorn. Horbert Mayor, a conductor, was 
burned to death. His brother had both 
legs broken and was otherwise injured, 
lie will die. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Oct. 28. — A heavy division of 
tho mounted infantry have arrived at 
Assouan. Rumors aio current here that 
Khartoum has fallen into tho hands of the 
rebels. Tlioy probably emanate from 
Seebler Pasha's people. Tho government 
have heard nothing of the kind.

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Oct. 28.— Lord YTolseloy to-day 
reached Saraso, some distance south of 
Wady-Halfa. 

ENGLAND. 

London-, Oct 28. — In tho commons Glad- 
stone spoke in strong disapprobation of tbe 
Irish members for their strictures on Earl 
Spencer, lord-lieutenant of Ireland. He 
said if the charges ihey make could be 
proved nothing less than tho impeachment 
of his lordship was possible. The Irish 
members interrupted Gladstone constantly 
during his speech, and he expressed his 
regret that they did not conduct their opera- 
tions with more prudence and right feeling. 

LiVKitvooi., Oct. 28. — Weather wet and 
stormy. Wheat dull and easier. 

London, Oct. 28. — The North German 
steamer Oder, Capt. Sander, which ar- 
rived in Southampton this afternoon from 
New York, reports that she passed Oct. 
25th, at 11 a. in., in latitude 1'.) deg. 30 
min, north, long. 27 mill. 19 min. west, 
the Dutch steamship Maasdam, burning 
and abandoned. Her masts wero gone, 
but the funnel was standing, and dense 
smoke issuing from the hold. The Oder 
kept a tharp look out, but was unable to 
find any trace of survivors, and proceeded 
on her voyage. The steamer Maasdam, 
Capt. Vaudorsoe, sailad from Rotterdam 
on tho 18th iiist. for Now York, and 
passed the Lizard on tlio 20th inst. 

MOROCCO. 
Tahis, Oct. 29.— The English authorities 
at Morocco aro accused of inciting the 
shoreef against the Trench. French jour- 
nals urge the government to take energetic 
measures. If is reported tbat an ironclad 
has been ordered to proceed from Toloun 
to Tangiers to act for the protection of 
French interests. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Oct. 28. — The report that Sir 
John Maedonald has Beonred a subsidy for 
a line of steamers to connect with the Can- 
adian l'acitie railway aud ply between 
British Columbia and Japan lucks confirma- 
tion. 

GERMANY, 
Berlin, Oct. 28. — Elections for moni- 
bors of the Iteichstag have begun. In 
one district of this city the socialist de- 
mocrat obtained ono thousand majority 
over the combined vote of liberals and 
conservatives. This is tbe first time that 
a socialist democrat was over elected in 
Berlin. Ono liberal was elected to the 
Reichstag. The result in other districts 
is unknown. 

TEXAS. 

G alvf.ston, Texas, Oct. 28. — Tho 
schooner Lucy Toded, with !W0 tons coal, 
in tow of steamer Raleigh from New Or- 
leans, is reported lost with threo of hor 
crew off Sabine Pass. The Raleigh ar- 
rived to-day and brought tidings of the 
disaster. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Oct. 25.— The steamer 
Newburn arrived from Guaymas to-day 
and brings news of disastrous storms on 
the coast of lawer California. Tho steam- 
er Estado de Sonnra which left Mazatlan 
Sept. 2S>th with 19 passengers and a crew 
of 38 are beliovod to be lost with all on 
board. The steamer was a Mexican coast- 
er of 700 tons, owned by Don Joaquin 
Redo and insured in tho city for §70,000. 
Tho American schooner Dora is also be- 
lieved to be lost.. Auotlier storm oc- 
curred Oct. 7th and continued throe days 
and. twenty hours. At Cape St. Lucas it 
destroyed a groat number of cattle. Nine 
Mexican coasters wero lost, eacli had from 
3 to 5 persons on board and all perished, 
excepting one sailor boy. Thoslorin is 
the most violont ovor soon in these parts. 

During tho samo storm the American 
schooner Dora, honco for Mexican ports 
Sept. 15th, and all on board are. supposed 
to be lost, Tho Nowburn reports that on 
Oct. 14th tho steamer passed a quantity 
of loose canvp.s which she believed to bo 
from the Dora as that material comprised 
part of her cargo. Wreckage known to 



bo part of the Dora was also found on 
slioro near Cape St. Lucas; no bodies or 
boats from oither of tho above vessels 
soen or hoard of since the time of the sup- 
posed diBMter. 

Another galo occurred Oct. 7th which 
continued with unabated fury for threo 
days, creating a tremendous sea and doing 
great damage along the slioro in vicinity 
of CauoSt. Lucas. At St. Lucas it blew 
down and washed away twenty houses 
and a large number of livo stock and 
farm property. .Of nine small vessols, ply- 
ing botween Mexican " ports,- which wero 
oaught in tho gale, only onn has been 
hoard of. She was a small sloop with fivo 
b6u1s on board. There was tmved from 
her a sailor and a boy, the latter a eon of 
Mr. Greon, managor of Cape St. Lucas. 
Tho sailor, whose name is not known, 
hold tho boy for sixteen hours in his 
arms abovo the water before thoy wero 
saved. Tho names of five of thoso vossols, 
including tho one from which tho above- 
mentioned t wo persons were savod, could 
not bo ascertained. Tho other four aro 
tho schooners San Pablo, San Podro, San 
Cisno and Sail Antonio. Each of these 
nino vessols had from threo to fivo per- 
sons on board, none of whom havo boon 
heard from up to this date. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES 



ENGLAND. 
London, Oct. 21. — Recent official cor- 
respondence relating to Egyptian affairs 
has been made public. The lotter of in- 
structions from the government to Gen. 
Wolseley stated that the object of tho ex- 
pedition was b< bring Gordon and Stewart 
from Khartoum. No further offensive 
oporation.-i than should prove necessary to 
secure this end would : be permitted. 
Neither the English nor tho Egyptian 
government was prepared to assume the 
responsibility of the governmentiof tho 
Nile valley beyond Wady Haifa, though 
thoy would be glad to see an independent 
government established at Khartoum 
which would keeii peace with Egypt, 
would encourage commerce and prevent 
tho slave trado. When it was known 
that General Gordon had sent Stewart to 
Borber, the government directed Kitch- 
mer to send a counter order to General 
Stewart. 

In a letter dated April 22d, Gordon 
writes that he lias offered freedom and 
pay to slaves who deserted El Mahdi. 
This policy he hopes will sound the doom 
of slavery in tlio Soudan. He declares 
that if Sliondy is captured by the rebels, 

to send Seeboher Pasha to him. Ho ox- 
presses the hopo that for tho sake of tho, 
honor of ICugland tho Abyssinians have 
not been engaged to tight England's bat- 
tles. 

FRANCE. 
Pauls, Oct. 20. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai announces that the Woo Sung 
river will be barred Monday, with the ex- 
ception of a passage of 260 feet for ships 
of friendly nations. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Oct. 27— The schoon- 
er Ounalaska, commanded by G. F. 
Stouey, returned hero on Saturday last 
from an expedition of exploration of tho 
newly discovered river in Alaska. It is 
known that the cruise was a complete suc- 
cess. She succeeded in ascending the 
river for a distance of 500 miles, and it 
reporlod that tho country along both 
sides of the river is rich in minerals, and 
large portions are thickly wooded, making 
such lands highly valuable for timber pro- 
ductions. Lieutenant George M. Stonoy 
brings specimens of gold, copper and cord 
which were discovered, and also numer- 
ous specimens for the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute. 

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
Tacoma, Oct. 27. — This evening, about 
o'clock, W. If. Bowman, a carpenter re- 
siding on C street in (his city, returned 
home from his day's work, and found bis 
■wife, Paulino, lying on tho floor in the 
agonies of death. A razor was by her side 
in a bloody pool. She had cut in her right 
arm two frightful gashes, as also her throat 
from ear to ear, severing tho carotid artery 
and jugular. She died after being uncon- 
scious for two boms.

Uininer During tno Nost 
Ssason- 



Indians <£uict mid Miners 
Happy. 

The steamer Ancon arrived from Alaska 
yesterday morning with about 215 passen- 
gers and over 100 miners from the dif- 
ferent mines in Alaska and Cassiar. Mi 1 . 
M. Hayes, a native of Oharlottotown, P. 
E. I., was a passenger by the steamer and 
furnishes us with some valuable informa- 
tion in reference to the output uf the 
plnoor mines at "Silver Bow Basin," three 
utiles from Junoau City. As a genera) 
■thing during the past season the miners 
have been very successful, all claims pay- 
ing well, and on an average they Would 
pan out about §10 por day to the mini; of 
-course some have dona very much better. 
At Juneau City there are about 300 min- 
-ora, one hundred and fifty of whom are 
•employed by the company who are working 
on the "Paris Lode" on Douglas Island, 
of which Mr. John 'I readwoll is the man- 
ager. The Paris Lode is over GOO foot in 
width and 1,500 feet in length, and the 
ledge will oxtond over two miles in 
length. This is probably the largest and 
richest quartz ledge in the world. All 
the ledge is taken up by different com- 
panies, who are preparing for extensive 
operations during the coming season. It, 
will be remembered that on the up trip of 
tho Ancon she had on board a largo con- 
signment of quartz and sawmill machin- 
ery for the Paris Lode company,' 
which they have beon engaged all sum- 
mer in preparing to place in position. 
'The machinery is now all complete and 
.next suason we may hear of aome wonder- 
ful outputs of gold. The company's saw- 
mill is an extensivo one and will be able 
to more than supply lumber and timber 
for tho country. The weather during the 
past season has been unusually favorable to 
mining operations, and very little trouble 
has been experienced in any particular. 
Tho Indians have been quiet, and many of 
them are working in the quartz mills and at 
the mines for $2.50 and $2.75 per day. 
Practical white miners are paid $4 per day. 
Board is as cheap as in Victoria, being on 
the averago $5 per week. 

A rough estimate of the amount of tho 
total output on "Silver Bow Basin" will be 
between $75,000 and $80,000, by tho twelve 
companies who are operating claims there'. 
All. the miners are well satisfied with (heir 
season's work, and tho prospect looks very 
bright for the coming season, and no donbt 
the number attracted thuro will bo large. 

On Lewis river four men have been 
operating a find on a bar of the stream and 
in seven weeks took out about $4,000. At 
this time tho river rose in height, and thoy 
■went to tho foit to remain for tho winter. 

Mr. llobort Armour, manager of the 
North Pacific Trading and Packing Co ., 
was ako a passenger by tho^ Ancon. Mr. 
Armour iB postmaster at Klawack, where 
the headquarters of tho company nro. 
The season's output has boon 0,000 cases 
aud 400 barrels of salmon, while tho com- 
pany's Bawmill has turned out 1,000,000 
foot of lumber, which has beon shipped to 
. San Francisco by the company's two 
schooners. 

There is much complaint made about 
tho reckless way in which the charts are 
marked out, islands and rocks being placed 
on them which are not in tho waters, and 
if a steamer was to follow tho chart for 
guidance they would steam up" somo miles 
into tho forest. The company's schooners 
have no difficulty in getting to the harbor, 
beating in with wind through a clear 
stretch of wator. No doubt tho survey 
at present being made by the American 
authorities will remedy this; but as it-is, 
whole strings of rocks aro marked down 
where only deep, clear water ia found. 

Uncle Sam's mails aro also rather erratic 
ill their delivery, papers and lotters • ''en 
arriving two months behind time, and 
after previous mails have beon delivered. 
Ell'orta are being made to have this 
remedied, but red tape, no doubt, will 
piovo slowly where Alaska is concerned. 



CIIILCOOT TO FORT KE- 
JLIANUE. 



The Products and Inhabitants 
of the Frozen Regions. 

A Cheerless Trip of 1,000 miles 
on the Yukon. 



Mr. Geo. W. Dillon lias just returned by 
tho Ancon from a trip down tho Yukon 
river of about 1,000 miles from Chileoot, 
Alaska. Starting from Chileoot, Mr. Bil- 
lon and party canoed about 20 miles, and 
from thence they had to pack 'M miles over 
the coast range when British territory is 
Btruck, and tho head waters of the Yukon 
river are found mid the party build boats to 
convey them to their destination at l'ort 
Reliance. Seven Mile Lake is the first of 
seven lakeii that form the source of tho 
great Yukon river, after which there is a 
portage of one mile to the river. Next is a 
lake 37 miles in length aud about 12 broad. 
This empties into Two Mile river which 
widens into a lake 22 miles in length. Hero 
an Indian village is situated, where all tho 
Stick Indians come down to trade thoir 
stock of furs with tho coast Indians. Thoir 
chief furs aro the black and silver grey fox, 
and the marten aud beaver. Seven Mile 
rivor is tho name given tho next portion, 
which expands into a lake U7 miles in length. 
At this point Wind river flows in, so called 
by the Indians from the fact that the wind 
is always blowing a gale, rendering tho lake 
almost impassable for safe navigation, aheuvy 
sea rolling all the time threatening to swamp 
the canoes. Then comes a stretch of river 
94 miles in length, and Miles' Canon is 
reached, when a portage of four miles has 
to bo made on account of a series uf rapids. 
Tho party thought they were a couple of 
miles from tho rapids, but coming upon 
them suddenly they ran them in their 
canoes happily without mishap. White 
Horse lake is next reached, a stretch of 
•10 miles of river to Lake Labanjo, which 
is near!}' 40 miles in length and l!0 wide. 
After sailing through this the Yukon pro- 
per is struck, and about 40 miles down 
tho Patoena river is reached and after 
that the Salmon river. About 150 miles 
further on is White river flowing in from 
the left. Still another largo stream flows 
in before Fort Reliance is struck, about 
100 miles from that river. Near Mm 
stream ia the site of the deserted Fort 
Selkirk, with scare! y a vestige of its ruins 
now left. It was hero about 16 years ago 
that tho Russian traders wero massacred 
by the Indians who burned the fort, since 
which time it lias not been rebuilt. ISolow 
Fort Kehance two otiier largo streams 
ompty into tho Yukon which at this 
point is a magnificent stream. Hero is a 
store kept by three men, J. Harper, J. 
McQnestion and another, who trade with 
the Indians on commission for 40 miles on 
the river in the interest of tho Alaska 
Commercial Co. 

The scenery along tho wholo route is of 
tho most cheerless description, tho coun- 
try being covered with moss and a scrubby 
growth of timber and brushwood, though 
which it is an almost impossible feat to 
force a way. Snow falls to tho depth of 
seven feet on tho level in mid-winter, and 
the thermometer falls so low that it is 
hard to tell how cold it really is. At St. 
Michael's, tho mouth of tho Yukon, in 
October it is from 07° to 00° below zero. 

Tho principal food of tho Indians arc 
rabbits and fish. A fish called tho 
"Lush" is caught in great quantities, the 
liver being tho only portion used, the fish 
weighing eight to forty pounds and being 
similar to the catfish in appearance. On 
tho upper Yukon tho Arctic trout are mot 
with. Rabbits aro taken a thousand at a 
time by the Indians, who go out in a 
party of forty. Standing somo yards' 
apart, they close in on the animals from 
throe sides and those at tho end shoot 
them as they pi»ss. 

The roturn journey from Fort Reliance 
to Chileoot on tho coast occupied 35 days, 
tho catioe8 boing poled, towod, paddied 
and sailed, as circumstances would per- 
mit. The coast range was crossed on the 
2d of October, it at that time being deep- 
ly covered with snow. Tho wholo can be 
described as a glacier country, for under- 
neath tho moss thoro is nothing but fro- 
zen, icy ground, and one with no attrnc 
Hon outBido of its rich gold deposits and 
its fine furs to make it desirable

giveH us the information that Schiofllen 
brothers, who started from Kodiack, Alaska, 
in Juno last, for San Francisco, have never 
beon heard from since, and tho probability 
is that these intrepid pioneer miners nnd 
prospectors have been lost in a storm on tho 
Alaskan coast. These two men struck a 
mine in Arizona and nftor a residence of 
nine months sold out their inteiest for a 
million dollars. Last year they prospected 
the Yukon, going up from its mouth for 
abont 1,500 miles.

Rich Gold Finds on the Stewart 
River. 

A Country of Gold, Moss and Ice 

Tho Ancon brought tho nows about the 
explorations of three prospectors on Stewart 
river aud on tho Yukon. Thoy started 
from Chilcat, Alaska, in tho spring of 
1882, and proceeded to the mouth of tho 
Stewart rivor, up which thoy canoed for 
about '2U0 miles. Navigation was moderate- 
ly easy on tho Stewart rivor, thoro being 
strotches of 100 iniloB where portages had 
not to be made, and no portage is over half 
a inilo in length. During thoir trip up tb«y 
examined over 100 streams, in all of which 
they found gold in paying quantities. The 
ground was frozen in all places, thoro being 
a thick coveri i-of moss through which tho 
sunlight could not ponotrato, and in Bpots 
this was livo and six feet in depth. Tho 
beds of streams whore water was running 
wero found to bo frozen solid. The pros- 
pectors roport than on account of the frozen 
naturo of tho soil tho dirt could not bo 
operated. Theso men have beon in 
regions, which havo beon regarded all along 
as uninhabitable, for over two years; in tho 
winter timo they went to tho mouth of the 
Y'ukou by dog-team for supplies, the dis- 
tance travelled each way being nearly 1,500 
uiilos. Two of the three remained at 
Juneau City, and the other is on his way to 
Sun Francisco to purchase a schooner and 
bring supplies by way of tho mouth of tho 
Yukon, up tho river and to their 
claims and Stewart rivor. This would 
indicate that thoir statement about the 
impossibility of oporating tho ground on 
account of froat was somewhat of a blind. 
They found places on the Stewart river 
where the Schielllen brothers had beon 
oporating. It will bo remembered that 
these men were returning with a schooner 
and freight to San Francisco whon the 
whole party was lost in a storm off tho 
Alaskan coaBt. 

The three nlon who havo returned aro 
in good health and do not report any ex- 
traordinary hardships in their long ab- 
sence in the frozen regions of the north. 
There ia an abundance of tiah to be found 
on Stewart river, and cariboo and rabbits 
aro plentiful. Along the portages good 
trails wore cut some years ago, when a 
party of seventeen, among whom waa 
Mr. Hayes, prospected this extreme 
northwest portion of territory. Along 
the upper Yukon some largo lakes 
occur. Lake Labargo, about '200 miles 
from Fort Selkirk, ia fully 40 miles wide 
and about 25 or ISO in length. The maps 
of this portion of country aro altogether 
defectivo and mure of a hindrance than a 
help to prospectors, places being marked 
on them which are nearly 200 miles out. 
Many of the rivera aro not marked at all. 

During tho two yoara that tho party of 
threo wero in the interior the lowest the 
thermometer registered was 65* below 
zero, bo that thoro is the possibility in tho 
near future of these far-off regions being 
populated with a large mining commun- 
ity. 

Marine. 

Steamship Queen of tho Pacific arrived 
at San Francisco on Sunday. 

Tho American tug Hlakoly took the 
barquo Inglesido over to Port Bb\ft.oly 
yesterday morning. The barque will load 
lumber. 

Tho Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
havo re-chartered the favorite steamship 
Mexico, Capt. Huntington, for another 
term and that -vessel will be continued on 
the Yictoria-San Francisco route. 

Steamship Ancon, Capt. Carroll, re- 
turned from Alaska yesterday morning. 
Captain reporta fog, ruin, snow and frost. 
She took on board at Wratigol 100 pas- 
3engers from Cassiar for this port. After 
discharging Victoria passengers and 
froight the Ancon sailed for Portland yes- 
terday afternoon. She will exchange at 
Portland with tho Idaho from San Fran- 
cisco. 

A Liverpool dispatch says: Steamship 
America, of tho National Lino, will not 
sail again this season. Her air pumpa' 
valves require renewing, and other ropaira 
of an important character aro neccasary 
before she can be put in a thoroughly sea- 
worthy condition. Mr. John Burns, 
chairman of the Cunard Company, has 
written to tho papers denying that the 
company was aware of any race between 
the Cregon and America on their recont 
eastward trip. He saya that tho Oregon 
merely accomplished hor usual passage in 
tho regulation way. The newspapers, 
howover, think that Mr. BurnB' inimacu- 
lateucss comes rather late, considering 
that every paper haa beon full of the race, 
the betting odds being daily quoted. 

Tiie bark John C. Gobs, (iG dayB from 
Hongkong, was towed into Royal Roads 
by the Goliah. 

Tho bark Wildwood, Capt. Sawyer, will 
bo towed over to Tacoma and will load 
lumber for Hongkong. 

Kootenay District. 

An interesting and comprchoiiHivo roport 
on thoSPistvict of Kootenay in British Co- 
lumbia, has recently been submitted to tho 
Hon. John Robson, tho provincial minister 
of agriculture, by Mr. Gilbert II. 
Sproat, of Victoria. Basing his remarks 
upon explorations undertaken during tho 
season of 1883, Mr. Sproat treats in de- 
tail of tho surface, climate, productions, 
and natural capabilities of this vast region, 
which has for its natural western boundary 
tho "western leg of tho Columbia and tho 
Arrow Lakes," and on the eastern side tho 
Rocky Mountains. Tho eastern valley of 
the district, regarded as Kootenay proper, 
is, ho tells us, ono of tho most rouiarkablo 
topographical features in North America. 
It contains mining, arable, and grazing 
areas; and of its adjuncts, tho valley of the 
western leg of the Columbia has largo 
■woods of commercial value, and tho seclud- 
ed Kootenay Lako region comprises promis- 
ing silvor mines and periodically submerged 
fertile lands. The mother-lakes of the Co- 
lumbia occupy tho real contro of tho wholo 
Kootenay district, and from them are open- 
ed up, both north and south, a far largor 
mining, arable, and grazing area than from 
any other point. — Canadian (London) 
Gazette. 

The Metlakahtla Troubles. 

Tho Mutino got up steam yesterday 
with tlio intention of proceeding to Met- 
lakahtla, but iho order was subsequently 
wilhdrawn pending adviceB from Ottawa. 
Tho local government, it ia reported, havo 
decided to issuo a commission for a rigid 
inquiry into all the circumstances connect- 
ed with the trouble.

NEWS FROM CASSIAR. 

The Output this Season not 
Very Encouraging. 

Throe miners from Quartz Crook, Cas- 
siar, arrived down by tho Ancon yoster 
day, Messrs. Metcalfe, Taylor and Stan- 
ley. The former two havo beon in that 
district eight and ton years respectively 
and aro now on a visit to old friond3. The 
news they bring i3 not very briylit in re- 
ference to mining generally in Cassiar, 
although in a few individual cases the suc- 
cess has been good. Four men have been 
washing dirt on Quartz Creek during the 
past season and the output of gold has 
been fair although tho diggings aro drifted 
and it is only by the expenditure of a 
largo amount of timo, muscle and money 
that tho gold is brought from its deep 
bed. Surface diggings aro a thing of the 
past., 

P. Doyls's claim on McDamo'a crook 
above Controville has panned out better 
this year than ever before, and probably 
§5000 or §0000 has been taken out. 

Tho other claims that havo done well 
aro fow, although Thibet creok and Deaso 
crook were not hoard from. There aro 
not moro than GO white miners in tho 
wholo district. 

Somo parties wont down, the Dease 
rivor into the Deleard rivor prospecting, 
but had not met with any success, Other 
portions of tho country have alao beon 
prospected but no strikes have been made 
aud tho general feeling ia that mining in 
CaBsiar is a rather unprofitable undertak- 
ing and there will bo protty dull times un- 
less some rich finds are made. 

Cthor parties were prospecting on 
Sayer'a creek and only niudo expenses; 
while another party has none out to Heart 
creek to prospect this winter; a little gold 
has already been taken out of this creek. 

Thore aro a number of Chinese working 
claims, but they also have mot with i>oor 
returns this season. However, they are 
coutout with little aud do not tell their 
gains. 

White labor at the mines is !?5 per day, 
and Chinese §3.75 and §4. Supplies are 
plentiful in tho mines, and the old pro- 
cess of sledging over the mountains is no 
moro indulgod in.

CHINA AND JAPAN.

Tho Wcsleyau chapel 
at Chan Tsung, a largo trading mart a few 
hours journey from Canton, was destroyed 
tho 11th of Soptenibcr by a mob.

The probabilities of socialistic success 
in the coming election in Gormany ap- 
pears to act as an irritant on the Berlin 
government, and the crusade against so- 
cialists continues with unabated vigor. 
Many arreata havo beon made within a 
few weeks at Munich, and 25,000 anarch- 
ist pamphlets havo beon seized thoro by 
the police. At Stuttgart tho Prussian 
police daily dissolve meetings of socialists. 

MATT Kits IN FRANCE. 
In France things continuo to look awk- 
ward for the men in power. There is no 
alternative, in spito of all of Jules Ferry's 
dexterity, between abandoning operations 
against China and largely increasing tho 
force thore and raising furthor taxation.

Foo Chow, tho sodno of tho opening 
of hostilities between Franco and China, 
is called , by tho natives Hokchlu, or 
Happy City. It lios in latitude 26 de- 
grees 5 minutes north, and longitude 
119 dogreos 20 minutes uaat, on tho 
northern sido of tho Min, thirty-four 
miles from its mouth and nino from 
Pagoda Island. Tho city is situated in 
a plain, surrounded by hills, forming 
a natural and most maguilicont amphi- 
theater of vast dimensions, whoso fer- 
tility omulatos and adds to its "beauty. 
Suburbs oxtend from tho walls threo 
miles to the banks and stretch along 
on both sides of tho stroam. Thoy are 
connected with each othor, and a small 
islet in the river, by a stono bridge 
built in tho olovonth contury. Tho 
scenery is bold, and such parts of tho 
surrounding hills as are not cultivated 
or used for graves aro covorod with 
pines. Sorao of tho hills north of tho 
city aro 3,000 foot high. Opposito Foo 
Chow tha land is lower, and tho suburb 
is built upon an island formerly tho 
division of tho main channel, sovon 
miles above the city. Tho branches 
reunite at Pagoda Island. This island 
and tho plain on oach Bido form a large 
basin, twenty milos long by liftoen 
wide. Tho river is crowdod witli lloat- 
ing habitations, ferry-boats and trading^ 
craft, rondoring its surface an animated 
and noisy scono. Tho llowors grown 
In pots in tho boats and those usually 
worn by tho boatwomen in their hair 
all assist iu imparting a ploasing aspect 
to tho livoly sight. 

A CHARMING PROSPECT. 

The walls aro about thirty foot high 
and twelve wido at tho top. Thogatos, 
sovon in nutnbor, aro overlooked by 
high towers; smaller guard-housos 
stand upon tho walls at short intervals, 
in which a few soldiers lodge, and 
whoro two or threo cannon indicate 
their objoct. Tho city is divided into 
wards and neighborhoods, oach of 
which is under its own police and head 
men, who aro responsible for tho poaco 
in thoir respective districts. From tho 
Wa-shiu-shan, an eminonce on tho 
north sido of tho city, tho viow is ex- 
tonsivo, and presonts a great divorsity 
of charming objects. Tho square battle- 
monts of tho wall aro soon extending 
In a devious and irregular circuit for 
more than eight miles, and inclosing 
most of tho bnildings, except on tho 
south. On tho southeast a hill risos 
abruptly moro than 200 foot, its ridgo 
built up with interspersed dwollings, 
R»d another on the cxtr^'ii" north of 
tho city, surmounting a watch-lower, 
closes tho prospect in that direction. 
Two pagodas within, and fantastic- 
looking watch-towers upon tho walls, 
large, regular built granaries, and a 
vast number of ilagstafl's in pairs, in- 
dicating temples and offices, and con- 
tribute to roliovo the otherwise dull 
monotony, which is still further divers- 
ified by many largo trees.- Sovoral 
lookout houses aro placed on tho streets 
or upon buildings for tho accommo- 
dation of watchmon, ono'of which im- 
mediately attracts tho attention of tho 
visitor from its holght and its clock 
dial with Roman lettors. Few vacant 
spaces occur within the walls of tho 
city, which is ovorywhoro equally well 
built. 

TFIE SOUNDS OF A BDSY LIFE. 

Serpentine canals divido tho country 
round about into plats of greater or 
less extent, of evory form and lino, 
while thoy holp to drain tho city and 
provide chaunois for boats coming from 
tho rivor. These parts of tho landscapo 
are dotted with hamlets and cottages 
and whore tho ground is higher, with 
graves and tombstonos. To one seated 
on this ominonco, says Dr. S. \V. 
Williams, in "Tho Middlo Kingdom," 
tho confused hum of mingling cries 
ascending from tho town below — tho 
boating of gongs, crackling of fire- 
works, reports ot guns, vociferous cries 
of huckstors and coolies, combining 
with tho barking of dogs and othor 
domestic sounds, as woll as thoso from 
tho crows, tish-hawks and magpies 
noaror by — inform him iu tho liveliest 
manner that tho boautiful ponorama 
ho is looking down upon is filled with 
teeming multitudes in all tho tide of 
life. On tho western sido of the city 
is a sheet of water called Si Hu, or 
West Lake, with a sorios of unpretond- 
ing buildings and temples lying along 
its margin, a bridge crossing its ex- 
panse and fishing nets and boats float- 
ing upon its bosom. Tho watch tower 
on tho hill in tho northern part of the 
city is upon tho wall, which runs near 
a precipice 200 feet high; it is a most 
conspicuous objoct when approaching 
tho place.
